If this bo 
a fact then how, I would auk, did it cmno 
to paaa that treaties have aotualiy been 
made with the Indiana everywhoie 
throuphout Canada, mid denied to tliciii 
in Britidh Coluiubiai Was this dune frmn 
motives of expediency alonel Then it 
•(ipean to me the aamu inmivea nxist for 
carrying but this policy liore. J!iit if it 
waa done aa a mnittT if cuniile tight and 
juatice,why eliould not tiii; hhiiu' jm-ticu ho 
ei'eiidod to iho Iiidiuua of IJ/itiuli Culuiu- 
bia( li liiis always bi'Pii tliu iinmd bnast 
of Kiigland that hor law-; aro fnuiidcd up 
on the eternal principli'S lit rif^htoouBneaa 
And-juatioe. Would to God Bbn bad al-

During tho past few months occasional 
reference hiia bBBti madu to tho rapidity 
with which valunble provincial timber 
lands adjacent to tho coast mid navijjublo 
water coiirgea are being acquired in tho 
intoruat (principally) of furi-Mgnora who 
:iiiu to creuto a uigaiitio and harmful 
monopnly of the lumber and apar ituor- 
esta. We are not its potaeasion of tho 
figures r f tlie actual acreage acquired and 
locked up by theae monopoliata; but there 
la reason to believe that it ia large.' Theru 
ia alao reason to beliflve that the bulk of 
these latida have beon ncquir'cd by moans 
which, if not dinropu table, are at least an 
evaaion of tho law. The plan adopted by 
theae timber grabbera would appear to bo 
this: A party of men are kept oonalant- 
ly inovin5{ alon<r the coast fur tho purpose 
of spying out deiirnble tracts of timber. 
Wht-n any such arc discovorud they are 
iintnediately taken up in tho interest of 
ihoao speculators by their employJa or 
t'rieada. After the publication of tho 
usual notices ia the names of employe's 
or friends, transfers of the locations 
aru inado to tho monopoliata. Tho 
t;atne ia repeated over and over a|i;ain 
to tho pornianuiil injury of tho country, 
and the disquietude to all who feel an iu- 
tereat in the future welfare of this coun- 
try. As yet, perhaps, no aerious iniurv 
has resulted, although the Ia«r is e 
but if the thing we have referred to "can 
bo dotie in tlio uroen what may be done in 
tho dry." If it bo possible to lock up 
100,000 acres of timber land what is to 
prevent au indefinite number of acres be- 
ine locked up with the**aanie ainiater. ob- 
ject? Some will suggest tho imposition 
«f heavy taxes aa a remedy; but that 
would only partially raeot tho case, for as 
fast aa tha land h:id been cleared of tho 
most valuable "atieka" it; would bo aban- 
doned, and would then rtivett, shorn of 
its chief value, to the goveriiinent. Thero 
is reason to believe that a gigantic raid on 
timber domain is in contemplation if it 
haa not been already arranged. 
That which has gone before may 
bo but H llea-bite compared with 
tho great mouthful that ia to come. 
What the public would like to aee ia tho 
adoption of safeguardB which will pre- 
vent the timber of the province falling 
into the hands of compajiioa or individ- 
uals who propuSL! to hold them for a ri.so. 
Timber lands in some of the western 
atates are held at 8100 and upwards an 
acre, and the restrictions which the 
United States, the Duminiou and On 
tariaii govcrnnientB have heen compelled 
to place on timber limits ahow how 
keenly they are alive to the importance of 
protecting their forest weiUh from specu- 
iutive cormorants. We would earnestly 

:A urge'pa the government a change of the 
law relating to the acquirement of timber 
lands and the actual caiicellHtion of all 
records or the conliacalion of all lands 
where it can be shuwii that the same have 
been itcquired by an evaaion of the law. 
Recent developmonta aerioisly involve a 
company of Scotch capitalists, who by 

/ the adoption of the same mejthods in 
vogue here endeavored to steal a mag- 
niticent redwood forest lying within the 
cor.CuLS of liutuboldt county, California. 
At the head of the grabbera la Mr. J. D. 
Walker who, many ye^rs ago, was man- 
ager of the Bank of British Columbia in 
ttiis city. Secretary Lamar, in a letter to 
•he Httornr-y-L;eiieral of California, char- 
acterizes tho attempt t(j steal the forest aa 
"an extensive conspiracy, culminating 
in monstrous fraud." Tho report ef 
a special agent of tho U. S. treasury 
explains that » man named MoLautlin was 
paid to make timber applications, and ho 
was paid $5 per entry, bis duty being to 
take charge of the entryment. A oontraot 
was made with a well-known boarding- 
house keeper to furninb sailors and make 
s-iitry, each Bailor being pai<l $'2.') for enter- 
ing "lljO acres under the direction of J£c- 
Luuilin, and the meu di.-L-ded it to the com- 
pany or Honie of its im-iiiberH. .'V notary 
Bwcars that he was employed by tho com- 
pany to draw up deeds, tho nanien and a. 
description of tho property being turnished 
Mm in bulk by a man named Marks; and 
•! ite further pays that he drew up 

• between four hundred and four 
hundred atid fifty of those deeds. ,A1!

' apiraoy. The modus operandi of tho cou- 
spiraiors in this province resemble so close- 
ly that of the eoUHpiralora ot California as 
to givo rise to the .suspicion tliot the two 
liartics lu-o acting in coUuHiou.

Some "brakies" 
won't tflko money though, and lire a fellow 
on gounral principlew, but these are gener- 
iilly "greonicB" who are making their lirrtt 
run, but thuy soon got their eyea open, 

The laat forty uiilea beforo wo Ktnick 
Uonaid I rodo on ii break beiiiu, but I don't 
like it. A fellow getij awful dirty, and is 
kept busy holding on for bis lite. When I 
reached Donald 1 found out that there woro 
some big mountainn ahead, and it'a too 
oold now to rido on the "blind," ho I bad 
i. tO;W6rK the chc-ck racket. Y'ou see, a fel- 
low wants to be pretty clean looking to do 
this, BO I washed up, brushed my clothes in 
a hotel wash room and looked pretty slick 
^vhon I mado a "aueak" and boarded tho 
fxpress. I wont through tho cars in a 
liurry looking for u check, and 
noon Htolo ono out of a fellow's 
hat who was asleep, and ran into the 
smoking car. I stuck the check in my 
my hat, pullod it down over my eyes, pro- 
tundod 1 U'aa a.-tluei), and thu "oun." pasfi- 
cd right along aa tho sigh t of tho chuck 
threw him completoly off. May bo you 
think I didn't havi> a good time over thutn 
mountains, and when tho expre<8 pulled 
into Port Moody I was' th»r and don't 
you forgot it. 

"Why, it's no trick at all to travel all 
around tho world without nionr-y, but you 
must have gall though, 1 tell you I'll be 
glad to strike 'Frisco again, and you bot 
your life I won't tacklo anuther cold Ci 
try in a hurry. Say, I'm purty hungry; 
how about that supper 1"
